RUSSIA TO 

_ PRODUCE 

ANTI-POLIO 
VACCINE 


Moscow, May 7. 
Production will start in 
Russia this year of a Salk- 
type anti-polio vaccine, a 
leading Soviet scientist dis- 
closed here today. 

Writing in the 
weekly magazine, 
Academician, A 
Chumakov said, “several 
hundred = monkey" kidneys 
which are used to produce the 
polio virus had been ordered 
from China. 

‘Mr Chumakov, who is director 
of the institute for the study of 
pollomyclitis sct- up here last 
autumn, headed a four-member 
delegation of Soviet specialists 
which visited the United States 
last January to study anti-polio 
measures, 

He said the delegation studied 
the latest achievements of 
(American experiments by 
‘epidemiologists and clinical 
specialists who led the fight 
agalnst the polio.

The principle of 
it has a simplicity which 
would not confuse even a 
stage detective, Here it is. 
When a theatre-goer buys a 
ticket at the box office a 
portion of the sum is re- 
mitted to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer.

Just to underline the fair- 
ness of it, the theatre does 
not have to pay anything at 
all to the Treasury if no one 
buys a ticket.

PMITTEDLY, such n tax 

would have been no great 
hardship in the early 1920s 
when, incidentally, I first 
became professionally — in- 
terested in the theatre and 
realised that it was not only 
a form of entertainment but 
the custodian of our epeech 
and the continuing story of 
the’ thoughts and emotions 
of the British people. 


In that period television 
was little more than an 
iden born in the skull of a 
Scotaman named ‘Baird.

Tails Or Nothing 


NHE theatres rang up the 
curtain at 8.30 p.m., and 
there were raised eyebrows 
if any chap in the stalls 
wore « dinner jacket instead 
of taila, In fact, at Covent 
Garden a man in a dinner 
jacket could not sit in the 
stalls, [t was tails or 
nothing. 


Therefore we can agree that 
on entertainment = tax, despite 
its basle unfairness, would have 
done no harm to the theatre 
and would have brought a useful 
revenus to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. 


But today the Ilving theatre is 
fighting a losing battle of sur- 
vival, To paraphrase the famous 
words of Sir Edward Grey 10 
1014; “The footlights are go- 
ing out ona by one.” 

Take, for example, the case 
of a recent British musical call- 
ed “The Water Gypsivs,” which 
bravely challenged the im-= 
portation of American musicals 
that have dominated the British 
stageiever since the end of the 
Hitles war, It was a costly pro- 
duction and It played to big 
business for elght months, And 
what was the nancial result? 
Peter Saunders, who presented 
it, lest something Uke £30,000. 

Salarica were never cut— 
the powerful Stege Union 
“Equiy” weuld s2¢ to that, The 
orchestra got their agreed rates 
throughout; the Musiclans’ Union 
mode sure of that. And the 
owner of the theatre got his 
rental promptly each week. But 
the man who did best out of it 
was the Chancellor ‘of the Ex- 
chequer. He toole his toll right 
up the end. Whatever 
happens to the others, he al- 
ways wins.

Finally, the knowledge of this 
rapid carly development serves 
to prove the fallacy of some old 
wives’ dales, particularly those 
about marking of! bables, Many 
of the birthmarks which are ‘fre-~ 
quently attributed to a drighten- 
ing or unusual experience of the 
mother are Inown to have been 
formed long before the mother 
in ithe case had the experience. 


What it all adds up ¢o Is that 
early diagnosis of pregnancy Is 
a very important factor in start- 
ing the expectant mother on ao 
healthy, happy pregnancy, Even 
‘botter, the young avife, who in 
the normal course of events, ex- 
pects a pregnangy sooner or 
later, should be on the alert to 
keep her health at its peak. So 
should the young husband. This 
will help toward the conception 
and the bringing forth of a baby 
with every possible advantage.
